A  little  extra  attention  in  the  way  of  judicious  pinching 
back  and  cutting  off  the  faded  flowers  will  make  it  possible  to  have  a  continuous  succession  of  bloom 
until  frost.  Water  copiously  during  blossoming  sea  son.

HARDY  CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Late  blooming  qualities  make  them  most  desirable.  They  flower  profusely  even 
after  frosts.  Be  sure  to  plant  hardly  Chrysanthemums  in  your  garden.  Protect  for 
the  winter  with  two  inches  of  straw  or  some  other  loose  material,  not  leaves,  as 
these  pack  too  tightly  and  will  smother  the  plants.
